Managers of Members of the Association or their duly 
authorised, representatives, who shall the the Daily Rates, 
the weekly settlement Rates and the Delivery Order 
Rates. The quorum for the meeting of the Daily Rates 
Commhtee shall be three 1 '* 


3. In Bye-law 121, the last sentence shall be deleted 
and in its place, the following sentence shall be substi- 
tuted : — 

“There shall be no objection to a rate fixed and regis- 
tered by the Board or the members of the Daily Rates 
Committee on the ground that some or all members of 
the Commit tee were themselves interested in the con- 
tract for pepper, for which, such rate was fixed and re- 
gistered.” 

4. After Bye-law 121, the following new Bye-laws 
shall be added as Bye-laws 122, I22A and 122B. 

“122* In case a maximum and/or minimum rate or 
rates are fixed under these Bye-laws, namely 212(a)(1), 
for the purpose of trading in the delivery concerned, and 
such rate or rates are in force on the due date, then, the 
delivery order rate shall not be higher than the maximum 
rate and/or lower than the minimum rate.” 

“122A, The Board may at any time and at such time 
as they deem necessary, by a resolution passed by it and 
posted on the Notice Board, supersede the Daily Rates 
Committee.” 

“122B, Registers shall be maintained showing the 
rates fixed by the Daily Rates Committee and the Board.”
